AUTHOR. 


‘Tue intelligence that A. 6. 
Viceroy Tuan Fang is about to 
publish a book on modern polities 
embodying the results of his ob- 
servations during his. tour through 
America and Europe in 1905-6 has 
wider interest. than usually 
attaches to. the prospective making 
of books, In many respects the 
tour of the Chinese Travellin, 
Commissioners was unique ; and a 
faithful record of their experi- 
ences would he calculated to enlight- 
en even a more travelled audience 
than the Chinese reading publ 
OF all: such -undertakings it bo 
the least: resemblance tou * glori- 
fied picnic,” and did fulfil, ax far 
as was physically possible, the 
objects it had in view. With the 
seriousness and industry which 
night have been expected, the 
Commissioners and their staffs from 
the outset devoted themselves to 
their various subjects.

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THE SITUATION IN 
PORTUGAL, 


August 5. 

Occastoxartelegraphie references 
to current events in Portugal have 
not served to throw much light upon 
a situation which at any time dur- 
ing the past eighteen months has 
heen almost too complex to be 
comprehensible to foreigners. Dis- 
turbances of greater or less intensity 
have occurred of late in various 
parts of the country, and have giv 
rise to the belief that strong 
dynastic tendencies are_making 
headway and that the possibility of 
areyolution was not too remote to 
be taken inte consideration. Wit 
the restoration of order, however, 




















vaguely on the good bebaviour of 
the Opposition. Naturally the 
latter is dissatisfied with such an 
arrangement, and Senhor Franco 
and the King are roundly denoun- 
ced for overriding the Constitution 
and for having established a 
dictatorship. A number of repre- 
sentative bodies including both 
Houses of Parliament, the Council 
of State, and varions municipalities 
have approached King Charles and 
have pointed out the seriouspess of 
the situation.

Existing 
circumstances in Portugal, however, 
have many peculiar features, and 
not the least antagonistic to mea- 
sures of “reform” is the fact that 
any step in this direction entails a 
personal surrender on the part of 
the Ministry in power. 

It is mainly in the political 
aspect that the situation in Portugal 
presents so many peculiarities of 
its own. For nearly eighteen 
months the government of the 
country has been carried on with- 
ont Parliament. When the pre- 
sent Ministry came into power, it 
was generally accepted that the 
times were out of joint and that 
exceptional measures were required 
to deal with the problems con- 
fronting the Administration. Faced 
persistent opposition in both 
Chambers of the Cortes, as well as 
personal attacks on the King 
in the Press in connexion with the 
tobacco monopoly, Senhor Franco, 
the new Premier, decided upon the 
dissolution of  Parlihment and 
the suspension . of certain. muni- 
cipalities. From that moment the 
country has been governed by 
decree, No date has been fixed 














for the next elections but, accord- 
ing to the Premier, it depends 





‘siderable extent, for the nation as a 
whole is not unwilling to pose as an 
impartial spectator of its pol 
quarrels, Personal hostility, how- 
ever, has been very generally 
manifested against the Premier, 
and on a recent railway journey 
his progress was marked by a 
series of demonstrations along the 
line, culminating ina serious riot 
‘on his return to Lisbon.

‘Trae to 
its yeputation for action the Go- 
vernment dealt firmly with the 
offending undergraduates, and 
showed its sympathy with the 
teaching staff, which can be useful 
to it at elections. The response on 
the part of the students, who are 
the maipspring of nearly’ all jour- 
nalism in Portugal, was to carry

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A NOTABLE DECREE. 


Auguet 6. 

Tue Imperial Decree, of which 
we published a translation yester- 
day, having for its object tlie 
promotion of trade and industry 
within the Empire, must rank in, 
importance among all such docn- 
ments of recent times below only 
the Edicts that promised a Con- 
stitution for China and ordered the 
suppression of opium. In its 
immediate effects (always giving 
to these Decrees their face value) 
it will certainly fall far short of 








the Opium prohibition and pro- 
bably of the promised grant of a 
Constitution ; but its potentialities 
in its ultimate bearing on the 
welfare of the country need be 
inferior to neither of” its epoch- 
making predecessors. ‘There is 
still, not unnaturally, a tendency 
among foreigners to refuse to take 
Chinese Decrees at their face 
value ; and one and all are apt to 
he dismissed with a contemptuous 
shrug and a resolve to await a more 
practical method of learning China’s 
intentions. But in the three in- 
stances cited the reforms contem- 
plated have aimed at such far- 
reaching effects, that their very scope 
precludes any” immediate * appli 
cation with striking results, For 
the moment foreigners are not 
called upon to pass judgement on 
the practical outcome of this new’ 
Industrial Decree ; hut they must 
admit that its appearance is a 
significant sign of the times and 
forms another landmark in China’s 
deliberate, if somewhat cride, 








lefforts to raise herself from the 
with their followers to form politi-| sta, 


ation of centuries. Tt matters 
little whether her attitude is 
prompted, as hax been suggested, 
by instincts of | self-proservation, 
aroused by the fate now ov 
tuking Korea, or hy a nobler ae= 
cession of enlightenment, that would 
woo progress. for its own 
sake. The primary significance of 
the Decree lies the fact that it 
tends to break down the traditional 
barriers hetween castes, and accords 
to n: ichants, who have hitherto 
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occupied the lowest rank in the 
social hierarchy, Imperial recogni- 
tion of their value to the national 
well-being. China's rulers are 
realizing that unaided they can no 
longer hold their own in the world, 
but) must draw upon all the 
country’s resources, if they wish to 
retain its independence in the 
family of nations. 

After a typical exordiam in 
which the respective provinces of 
the governing and the governed 
are represented as being restricted 
to “the promotion of harmony and 
cordial relationships with foreign 
countries” on the one hand, and 
“improvement in richex” on the 
other, the Decree sets out to em- 
phasize the necessity of paying 
more attention to finance and to 
economic conditions. It was with 
this object that the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Works and Commerce 
was established, but the results 
have not come up to Imperial 
anticipations, and it has become 
necessary to stimulate the activity 
of officials and others in the requir- 
ed direction. Accordingly, Vice- 
roys, Governors and Tartar Generals 
are ordered to instruct — their 
subordinates to be expelitions in 
starting all kinds of industries, and 
ert themselves “to encourage 
business” among the people. It 
comes as a surprise to learn that 
the rank and file of the one 
nation which has a reputation for: 
industry und thrift are held by 
their rulers to be lacking in this 
particular. But the explanation is 
supplied by the subsequent allusion 
to “wandering bands of un- 
employed people.” Fears within 
as well as pressure from without, it 
would seem, must be reckoned 
among the contributory causes of 
the progressive movement, and the. 
zeal for this particular reform is 
not wholly unconnected with the 
recent activity of revolutionary 
bands. Another feature of thi 
Decree is that it does not content 
itself with the usual negative 
inducements to secure effect for 
its provisions by enumerating a list 
of pains and penalties for dis- 
obedience to its behests. Rewards 
“to an extraordinary de; are 
held out for “ those ‘who are able to 
promote agricultural enterprises, 
mechanical arts and handicrafts, 
trade and mines or any other kind 
of business, or who aid merchants 
to subscribe capital for industrial 
enterprises and succeed in them.” 
The successful establishment of a 
manufactory or industrial work with 
a capital of over Ts. 10,000,000, 
where the workmen number several 
thousand, constitutes a claim to the 

rage. Clearly the Chinese Iv- 
eaghs and Northcliffes of the future 












are not intended at present to 
become too numerous. 

The significance of the Decree, 
as we have already indicated, lies 
more in the Imperial imprimatur 
set on trade and industry as forces’ 
in the future rehabilitation of China 
than in the practical nature of the 
steps taken to foster them. Falling 
under the Intter category may be 
mentioned the instructions to the 
Ministry of Axgiculture, Works 
and Coinmerce to prepare an annual 
report on conditions of trade and 
industry in the Empire for distribu- 
tion “ to all officials, high and low,” 
but in the document as a whole we 
see only a crude realization of the 
country's requirements. The exten- 
sion of China's railway system 
and the improvement of her water- 
ways must precede any marked 
development of her commerce ; 
while to talk of the oper 
up of mines, when the issue 
of mining regulations hax been 
delayed without rhyme or reason 











for two years, throws = a 
sinister light on either the sincerity 
or the intelligence that prompted 
the reference. When we read that 
it is the Imperial aim to have no 
wandering bands of unemployed 
people, we are reminded of the 
recent famine and the gloom 

look to-day in Shantung and 
where the construction of « ra 
persistently blocked by offic 
would have saved the lives of thou- 
sands. Of China's two great in- 
dustries, silk and tea, the latter has 
rapidly ' lost its most — profitable 
markets through neglect and a 
slavish adherence to old customs, 













while a similar fate might overtake 
the former, if foreign influence 
were to be wholly removed. It is 
well, however, that any step, even 
though incomplete, should be taken 
in the direction of fostering trade and 
industry, and China will have to 
stultify the whole trend of affairs’ 
during the last two years, if she 
allows the Decree to remain entirely 
a dead letter. 





WEIHAIWEI.

Accorpixa to « brief telegram 
in another colamn “The Times” 
publishes an urgent plea from its 
Peking Correspondent for the re- 
tention of Weihaiwei by Great) 
Britain.

fortunately, however, the actual 
wording of the Treaty bases our 
right to this magnificent harbour 
and adjacent territory on the re- 
tention of the Kuantung Peninsula 
by Russia only, and makes no 
allowances for the transference of 
Port Arthur to another foreign 
Power. In the meantime the lease 
of Kisochou to Germany and 
‘of Kuangchouwan to France 
remain unchallenged. China is not 
slow to discover the line of least res- 
istance ; and while with all her love 
for the impracticable in diplomatic 
negotiations she would not for a 
moment seriously contemplate over- 
tures with either Japan, Germany 
or France for the restoration of 
leased territory, she is not likely to 
hesitate in propounding * 
position to Great Britain. 
distinction in our favour is more 
creditable to our national heart 
than to our national intellect. 
As has been already indicated, 
the intention of the Weihaiwei 
‘Treaty is not open to question, and 
there would be no breach of our 
undertaking nor hardship to 
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thina, if, after the unexpected de- 
velopments in the Far East in 1905, 
we persuaded the Chinese Govern 
ment to accept the necessary alter 
ation in the wording of the Treaty. 
Arrequest for the retrocession of 
Weihaiwei would then have to be 
based on other grounds than Treaty 
stipulations. The only argument, as 
far as weare aware, that hasbeen put 
forward at present, is that China is 
in need of a harbour for her fleet. 
But she has no navy that could 
require a Weihaiwei to shelter it, 
nor is she likely to possess one 
during the period for which this 
port may legitimately remain in 
Great Britain’s hands, Another 
argument ix one which may 
weigh strongly with her, whi 

she will certainly not advance it, 
‘The great movement of“ China 
for the Chinese” ix admittedly 

force in the Empire to-day, and 
ultimately it- must ran up against 
all leased territories. But now that 
the * partition” hogey has been 
removed for ever, neither treaty 
ports nor leased territories are the 
menace to the country that they 
were a few years ago, and they 
































may he left to disappear with the 
efluxion of time, as assuredly 
they must, if China continues to 


progress on the lines she has 
already laid down for herself. 
Meanwhile she would do well to 
remember that it is owing solely 
to Great Britain that she has 
excaped the dreaded fate of parti- 
tion. She may also argue that 
the same power and prestige that 
enabled Great Britain to. pre- 
vent her disintegration a few years 
ago require to-day the retention of 
Weihai as acheck upon further: 
eventualities of a similarly untoward 
natare for China. 

Arguments for the retention of 
Weihaiwei, however, do not require 
to be addressed "only to the 
Chinese. With the conclusion of 
the Japanese Alliance there arose a 
tendency at Home to turna shut eye 
to the development of the Pacific 
coasts, rather than to see in them 
the arena in which all the forces 
of the world would soon be 
struggling for commercial sup- 
remacy. It would accord with 
policy of indifference to- 
wards the potentialities of this 
portion of the world and with the 
wave of sentimentalism now passing 
over British politics, if the present 
Goyernment in a spirit of 
“unctuous rectitude” were to’ 
decide to relinquish Weihaiwei to 
China, before the latter really had 
use for it or could be sure of 
retaining it for herself. To prevent 
such a misfortune, hoth to the Fleet 
in Chinese waters and to British 
interests in the Far East, it seems 





























necessary that British opinion 
in this part of the world should 
express itself with no uncertain 
voice. We should like to see Dr. 
Morrison's appeal taken up by the 
China Association and_ supported 
hy the whole weight of the repre-

At the first blush it may be argued 
that the Russo-Japanese Agree- 
ments will be found on publication 
to he at least as much in Japan's 
favour as in Russia’s ; otherwise they 
would not have been stipulated for 
under the Portsmouth Treaty. But! 
duty towards ourselves is first 
learnt by appreciating our duty 
towards our neighbours. In the 
pursuit of purely’ political schemes 
Russia hitherto appears to have 
lost sight of the — social and 
commercial matters which are the 
ultimate justification and reason of 
all politics. Now the question is 
whether she will show herself cap- 
able of consolidating her power in 
the reduced but still ample and 
wealthy regions which she holds in 
Northern Manchuria and Eastern 
Siberia by the legitimate means of 
colonizing and organization. To- 
wards this end the newly ratified 
‘Treaties are surely a decided 
step if, as we may hope, 
they mark the end of that 
restless. period, during which 
Russia (and to some extent 
Japan), regarding the Portsmouth 
Treaty as only a prolonged truce, 
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was occupied chiefly with thoughts 
of preparation for the renewal of 
the conflict. 

Leaving out of consideration, 
then, any indirect and unofficial 
influence which Russia may yet 
exert in Southern Manchuria, her 
immediate duties lie with the dis- 
tricts of the Sungari Plain about 
Harbin, and the Amur Valley 
terminating in Vladivostok, a har- 
hour which in spite of being 
icebound for four months of the 
twelve, has good possibilities in it 
hoth by reason of its own capacity, 
and of the district that it serves. 
Neither Harbin nor Vladivostok 
presents a very promi 
ut the present time. 
has lately been described in a letter 
which we reproduced ax deplorably: 
dirty and insanitary, and swarm- 
ing with bad characters and thieves. 
At Vladivostok money is said to be 
almost inconecivably tight ; the 
markets are so glutted with all 
kinds of produce that merchants 
are obliged to part with their 
yoods at cost price or even below 
it; and at the same time the ex- 
penses of living are extravaguntly. 
high, a fact which ought to indicate 
extraordinary prosperity, but when 
taken in conjunction with the cir- 
cumstances alluded to, is simply 
additionnl proof of the general 
instability of things. In fact, on 
all sides there appears to be nothing 
but utter lack of organization, 
corruption and irresponsibility. On 
the other hand it may be argued 
that the present confusion is in 
reality the hest promise of future 
prosperity. The glutted condition 
of the Vladivostok markets would 
hardly have been brought about, 
unless speculators had had reason- 
able grounds for hastening, after 
the conclusion of peace, to flood 
the country with goods in the hope 
of ultimate return from her own 
resources ; for it is an economic 
axiom that a country pays for its 
imports not with gold but with 
exports. Similarly the lawlessness 
of Harbin and Viadivostok~ is 
not altogether to be explained by 
the presence of horde of those 
undesirables that are left — in 
the wake of every campaign, 
but largely by the fact that 
immigrants attracted by hopes of 
gain are compelled in the disorder 
which at present blocks the paths 
of regular work to plunder for a 
living. 

Behind all things, moreover, 
there are unmistakeable signs that 
the Russians believe in themselves. 
This alone is evidenced by the

i one of my

the Colony are to be allowed an increase 
of salary. Civil Servants are less: 
fortunate here than with you; for’ 
whereas in Shanghai, if those on the 5 
decide that anything has to be done, it 
done, we have not only to cot 
the Powers that be here, but also the 
Powers that be in England, and the 
Inttor are often the more difficult. to 
convince. When Sir Matthew Nathiin 
‘was in England, however, he was able to 
explain the matter in person to Lord 
Elgin, whereapon the appeal for an 
improvement in salary was allowed, 
though the increase is not great.

CONTEMPORARY LIFE. 
St. Petersburg, July 4. 
Arrests continue here at a rate which 
warrants the suspicion expressed it 
some circles that the Government's 
plan of dealing with the crisis is to 
imprison one half of the population and

over them—a plan which would, T may 
remark, be quite in keeping with the

The prisons in St. Peter are 
now so crowded. that in the fortress of 
St. Peter and Paul the garrison have 
evacuated part of their barracks to 
make room for prisoners, but though two 
other military barracks have been con- 
verted into gaols, the congestion is, 
still so great that a party of Kronstadt| 
evolutionists, whose trial was to have! 
begun some days ago, could not be: 
brought to St. Petersborg in time, 
owing to Isck of accommodation for 
them here. The estimates for the 
construction of new amount to 
over one million dollars. Thirty per- 
sons are arrested daily in St. Peters- 
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burg by the secret police. Eighty 
‘are sent into exile from St. Petersburg 
every day. Telegrams from Tiflis report 
that the authorities there are working 
day and night st the construction of 
4 huge temporary prison.

29 (although it still refuses to legalize 
the great Constitutional-Democrat 
Party), under the title of * Victims 
of the Revolution,” and which has 
for its object the discovery of revolu- 
tionary plots and the arrest of the 
ploter.

except perhaps those who keep no 
printed matter or manuscripts in their 
possession, and who do not allow printed 
matter to enter their houses in any 
form, even in the form of old news- 
papers wrapped round parcels,

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Having the approval of the Govern- 
ment, he informed the result to Avaya, 
who therenpon decided to give up the 
fishery and start in the mining business. 
Awaya went there last year, and since 
then, he has been engaged in the 
employing abont 30° miners. The 
ore of the mine being of fine qual- 
ity, some Englishmen have applied for 
the purchase or joint carrying on of the 
business, but Awaya hax rejected all 
these applications, intending to eurry it 
jointly with some’ Japanese capitalists. 
He referred his intention to the Fur 
kawa family, through the Kawabe 
Skokai in Osaka, wherefore the family 
are going to send two experts ke 
investigation of the mine. It is pro- 
visionally contracted between Avaya 
and the family that if the investigation 
of the experts prove the mine to be 
promising one, the latter shall pay a 
reward of Yen 3,000,000 to the former, 
and then the business shall be jointly 
carried on by the parties, a eapital of Ye 
500,000 being invested by the Furu- 
Kawa family.

Having given x brief sammary of 
the proceedings on the opening day, 
the writer remarks that the Peace 
Conference ix one of the sgrent 
questions of the world at the present 
day : that although it is far from being 
substantial and tangible, yet the times 
seemed to need such # movement, 
The Conference seeks to arrive at sone 
definite laws for the guidance of the 
“Myrind Kingdoms” of the world, 
and cach country recognizes the 
necessity of properly defined Interna- 
tional laws. He observes that both 
the speeches of the Russian and Dutch 
representatives were the result of most 
careful thought and matured con- 

















riderution and a very excellent study 
of what a country's international 
relations ought to be. 

Turning to the appointment of 
office-bearers on the various Committees 
into which the-Conference divided itself, 
the Chinese delegate writes :— 

H. E. Lu Chéng-hsiang was lected 
lone of the Secretaries of the Third 
Committee, and the Japanese delegate 
lone of the secretaries of the Fourth 
Committee. This second Conference 
is @ much larger one than the first, and 
the delegates showed much eagerness 
to obtain the great honour of being 
elected office-bearers. 

In the case of Japan, she came with 
the fresh Inurelx of a conqueror in 
war; she had Ieaped in one bound 
from insignificance to the position of 
‘power of the first magnitnde 
Hence she had a right to expect that 
her representative should be elected an 
office-bearer in the Conference. H.E. 
La Chéng-hsiang’s election to office 
was due to the good fortune of China 
and her far reaching influence, To

Under 
1 conditions a presstre of 130 
‘iven te the ammonia, which 
ascends, in the form of gas, to a 
room above. Here it passes through 
a series of coils, aver, which « 
constant stream of creek water flows. 
This condenses it to a liquid 
form, and it is then carried by pipes 
into ‘the lange chamber where the 
ice inv made. Down the centre 
lof this chamber there is a regular 
network of pipes and stop-cocks, mose 
of which are covered with snow. ‘Tht 
entire floor ix emnposed of deep. bat 
narrow tanks, each of which is pro- 
vided with a wooden cover. Between 
these tanks wre hollow plates, to which 
the ammonin ix sdmitted under pres 
‘sure. ‘Then it is allowed to expand 
slowly, producing the intense cold that 
freevex the water in the tanks, Whew 
ne of the covers ix removed the water 
Jow is seen to be in a state of tur- 

due to an injection 
which prevents: the ive from 
‘assuming & showy or opaque appearance. 
Before the water (Waterworks water of 
ito the tanks it is

about 1,200 Ib. of ice, which is betwee

so that it can easily be removed by « 
travelling overhead crane. The latter 
is provided with a weighing machine, 
and as each block ix removed its weight 
ix reconled. The ice ix sawn up and 
placed on slides, down which it finds 
its way to the delivery room, or the 
wharf, as the case may be. The works 
have a capacity of thirty-five to fifty 
tons a day, when they are in full swing, 
but if the machinery ix stopped, at 
Teast a day is occupied in cooling the 
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ant for use. The ammonia, havi 
snverted the water into ioe, a 
woled the air and the new supply of 
ater, returns below, where it is again 
-ounpressea, and passes throneh the same 
process once more. Thus the only waste 
of suutnonia is throngh leakage, and ite 
pingent smell soon gives warning of 
any escape. The ice is made at a tem 
perature of about zero, Fahrenheit. 
Many parchasers, who think that 1s 
iw produces more cold are misled.

IMPERIAL BIRTH- 
DAY AT COURT. 


Frow “Tue Naxraxarao,” 








Sunday, the 26th day of the 6th 
moon (4th Angust) was celebrated 
thronghont the Enspire as the birthday 

iwersary of His Imperial Majesty 
Kuang Hei, As a matter of fact, 
however, the actual date of the Em= 
peror's birth was the 28th day of the 
6th moon (1870), or two days Inter. 
The reason for advancing the date is 
perhaps not generally understood and, 
therefore, it may be interesting to 
know that this is due to the fact that His 
Majesty is required to offer in person the 
Grand) Autumnal Sacrifices to his 
Imperial ancestors on the Ist day of 
the 7th moon, which compels him by 
the rules of etiquette to prepare 
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himself for the sacrifices hy s rigorous 
fast of three days and three nights. 
‘That is to say, counting back three 
days from the Ist day of the 7th 
moon, the first day of the prescribed 
fast would thus fall on the 28th day 
of the 6th moon (sometimes on the 
27th day of the month, should it hap- 
pen to contain ouly twenty-nine dayx) 
or the very day of His Majesty’ birth. 
‘The two ceremonies thus. conflicting, 
filial piety required the Emperor to 
forgo his own date of celebration in 
deference to the “ needs" of his Im- 
perial ancestors, as it would have been 
impossible to accomplish the ceremonies 
ial Birthday 
In view of 
shortly after his Majesty's ascen- 
sion to the Dragon Throne (1875) the 
Co-Regeuts, the Empresses Dowager of 
the Eastern and 
inwned a special I 
manding the setting forward of Hix 
Majesty Kuang Hsu's birthday colebra- 
tions by two days, 

On the early morning of the 26th 
day of the 6th toon, etiquette requires 
His Majesty to proceed first to 
the Palace of the Empress Dowager 
to pay her his morning respects be- 
fore going to the Audience Hall to 
receive the congratulatory obvisances of 
the princes, nobles, high ministers and 
their subordinates. On this day, also, 
‘a great many princesses, duchesses and 
other Indies of high birth present 
themselves at the Imperial Palace 
to pay their congratulations in the 
sameway as their husbands and 
brothers. After paying his morning 
xalutations to hix Imperial aunt, 
the: latter mounts her sedan-cl of 
State, which is apholstered in Emperial 
yellow, and, followed by the Emperor on 
Toot, proceeds in State to the Grand 
Audience Hall, accompanied by the 
clash of cymbals and the music of 
trumpets, flutes and stringed instru- 
ments. 

Arrived at the Hall, His Majesty, 
for this occasion only, sits on the 
Dragon Throne of hix ancestors 
to receive the obeixances of the 
princes, nobles and dignitaries of 
his Conrt and Government. We may 
state here that since 1898 the Throne 
in the Audience Hall has always been 
occupied by H. I. M. the Empress 
Dowager, while the Emperor ocenpies a 
seat on Her Majesty's left, a little lower 
down. On his birthday anniversary, 
however, whilst receiving the obeisances 
of his subjects Hix Majesty sits on the 
Throne while Her Majesty the Empress 
Dowager takes a seat next to him. Ax 
each prince, noble or high minister kow- 
tows in tum to the Emperor, he 
presents to Hix Majesty a jadestone 
% ju-i,” or Emblem of Good Wishes, or 
as the two characters “ ju-i” denote 
May you have your every wish grati 
fied," “The Emperor receives the j 
a bow and then hands it to a». 
uch, who stands by to receive the 
pieces of carved jadestone, which he 
places on a table to the left of the 
Throne. 

Alter this ceremony is finished, the 
princes, nobles and others leave the 
Audience, Hall when the young Em-

willing to buy from catalognes—which 
are invariably in English with prices 
and weights expressed according to the 
British system—bec 
seon them, he does not realize wh 
articles actually are. Many foreign 
goods for which there might be a govd 
sale are not bonght, partly because the 
Chinese are ignorant of them aud 
partly because of the difficulty of po 
curing them here. 

‘There appears to be no reason why + 
considerable local trade should not be 
fostered in the undermentioned articles 
provided that they were duly brought 
to the notice of the pnblic, were pn

He gave witness the impression 
that he was dazed and stupidly dr 
first, but on seeing his head raised wit 
nest saw that he was somewhat badly 
bruised and cut, Witness asked what 
was the matter, and he learnt that two 
other Sikhs had been fighting the man, 
Witness returned to his house and 
telephoned to Bubbling Well Station, 
He afterwards went to the road again 
to see if anything could be done for! 
the man and found the other Sikhs’ 
pouring buckets of water over his head. 
Mr. Sparke had driven up in the mean- 
time in a carriage, Witness told the 
Sikhs that they had better get the man 
into shelter, and after getting hold of 
him, he seemed to be too heavy, bat 
eventually four men earried him to « cot- 
tage in No.9.

Or the Great Powers whose in- 
terests now compel them to pay 
close attention to the course of 
events in the Pacific America alone, 
if we except the joint Expeditionary 
Force of 1900, has neither made 
war on China nor, as in the case of 
Germany, been compelled to resort 
to a display of armed force to gain 
her object. Whether between this 
circumstance and the fact that 
China has shown towards the U: 
ed States possibly greater hostility 
than she lms towards any other 
Power there is any subtle ‘connex- 
ion, it would serve no purpose at 
this juncture to inquire ; for it is 
evident that on one side at least 
there is a strong determination that 
friction should not remain perman- 
ently the dominant note in the re- 
lations between the two countries. 
Although intercourse between Am- 
erica and China is almost as old as 
the existence of the former as an 
independent State, it is only within 
recent years, thirty or less, that the 
possibilities ' of this Empire have 
evoked any conscious commercial 
effortsin the United States. Through- 
outthis period, however, it hax heen 
the policy of the Washington Govern- 
‘ment to insist as much upon the al- 
truistic as upon the utilitarian as- 
pect of its activities ; and it was 
calculated, therefore, to make the 
surprise still more unwelcome, when 
at the first critical moment the at- 
titude ofa whok: generation availed 
néthing againet.an outhtirst of mo- 
mentary irritation, finding expres~ 
sion in'the Boyvott.

V. Work accomplished, ete—The 
following details are from Mr. de 
Rijke’s report to the Conservancy 
Board for the June quarter = 

(a) Shore Defence abore Telegraph 
Creet.—Though  gabbioni dumping 
prevented undermining by currents, the 
high water bank fell away in places on 
account of the wash of steamers. In 
order to prevent this, ballast stone 
was thrown s0 as to form moles above 
low water. This stone can be recovered 
and used elsewhere when the route of 
the chipping is directed to Junk 
channel. 

(6) Shore Defence at Bar Mark.— 
Here the undershore has been fortified 
by damping 164 gabbioni in tiers over » 
shore length of 300 feet; twenty of these 
gabbioni in the lowest tiers are thirty 
feet long instead of the usual twenty- 
four feet. The slope abore low water 
has been dressed with brush-wood and 
stone, Although the receding of the 
Pootung shore is much less than laat 
year, it is found that more defence 
works will be necesnary before the 
stream slong Ship Channel can be 
sufficiently restrained. 

Shore Defence Lower End of Gough 
Ielund.—Daring April, for a length of 
150 feet the shore had to be dressed. with

(4) Shoals Below Gough Ieland.— 
Damping the gabbioni which form the 
edges of the parallel dams and of the 
six cribs on Junk channel side was 
completed by the end of April. 

(@) Sink Work.—The sinking and 
placing of the bottom layer of brash- 
wood (zinkstuks) in the long parallel 
dam was commenced on April 19, 
and has since continued —uninter- 
ruptedly. By the end of June 17, 830 
square yards of zinkstuks had been 
sunk, covering a length of 1,150 yards 
from’ the island to about 210 yards 
from the end of the dam. The breadth 
of the bottom layer is forty-five 
feet, the usual measurements of the 
Zinkstuks 120 to forty-five feet. It is 
very satisfactory to note that a large part 
of the brushwork has already silted up 
and become indestructible. 

(f) Cribwork on the South Side of 
Junk Chnanel.—The large training work 
below “Duke end" consists of three 
cribs connected with a parallel daw and 
having an aggregate length of nearly 
e and a half miles; dumping 
gabbioni for the bottom layer of 
this was commenced early in May 
with three pontoons and completed in 
June.

|. (9) Gough Island Dyke and Store 
Places.—The new dyke from one end of 
the island to the other is now complete 
to its fall height of seventeen feet above 
low water. At the upper end of the 
island, inside the new dyke, a space of 
ground occupying an area of about 
fifteen mow has been raised from 8ft. 5in 
to 15 ft, above ft. low water for strong 
materials. The large bamboo shed and 
materials in store near Telegraph Creck 
have been brought here and now snpplies 
of brushwood landed, at the lower 
end of the island 2 much smaller space 
has been for similar purposes. 

Great difficulty is experienced in the 
Gough Island reach in landing and 
storing materials on account of the 
shoals and becanse the land lying s0 low 
is flooded by high tides; no materials 
that float can be stored on the Pootung 
sside of the island till the land is rained.
